DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed towards an image output method and device, wherein a color conversion processing 
unit receives image data as a description file or in a CMY color system. The closest prior art, 
Hamaguchi et al (US Pat 7,014,374) shows a similar method, in which, of receiving a description 
file and assigning an analyzer processing unit and receiving image data in a CMY color system 
and assigning an image buffer. However, Hamaguchi et al fail to receiving image data in a CMY 
color system and assigning an image buffer directly to process the received image data without

subjecting the image data to the processing by the color conversion processing unit . This distinct 
feature has been added to all independent claims and render them allowable
